Savannah, Oct. 3—A hurricane nnn a 


tidal wave visited this section early 
Sunday mornlner. For 18 hours the wln& 
was at a velocity of about 76 milee. The 
city was not damaged materially, the 
serious effects of the visitation are every- 
where visible in the vicinity ot Savan- 
nah. 


For miles In every direction around Sa- 


vannah th« lowlands along- th« rivers 
are aubme-ffed. 
Only one fatality has 


so far been reported—the drowning of 
a negro whllti attempting to reach the 
mainland from a small island 
near 


Thunder light—but heavy lose of life is 
feared from th* 8outh Carolina sea Isl- 
ands, where awful loas of life occurred 
during the great tidal storm of 1893. 
The conditions now ar« similar to those 
during that ^t urn.

tion of the Islands no news can be had

RUSSIANS MAKE THE WORST SAIL- 


ORS IN THI WORLD. 


Tbow From tn. Baltic Hat* the Ooi.ro- 


•uat, and Tho** Drafted From tbe In- 
terior OeUat and Dnad the Sea—ODD 
Practle* Aloat AinMt Ualtuowo. 
Unless tbe Buvdan sailor la greatly be- 


lled, ho Is the hu( person to be tho ideal of 
a modern luan-a'-wu'* man. Tho 1m- 
piusblon made on tho observant foreigner 
In any Russian naval port, allko by tho 
raw recruit and by tho finished article, Is 
distinctly unfavorable, and oiporta who 
havo been on inttnmto term* with tho 
Musoovlla seamen assert that tbe Boss 
makes the worst sailor in tho world. 


Perhaps no raoo in east or iu west haa 


less fancy for seafaring thau tho Persians. 
Tho Idtia indeed of a Persian inan-o' -war's 
man will strike many Englishmen as posi- 
tively ludicrous. Still, with a little in- 
struction and drill under a British captain, 
thoy proved inoro than a match for the 
Uussliuis on the Caspian. Captain Elton 
toward tho end of tbe last century organ- 
ized tho Poreian navy for Nadir Shah and 
beat the Russians again and again till 
they were gUul to make peace on the terms 
dictated by tho ruler of Tohoran. So much 
for the llussiau sailors of a century ago, 
and what thoy were when the Persians 
under Elton showed themselves thuir bet- 
ters they remain to this day. 


Hussia at tho outset is unfortunate in 


regard to hor supply of raw material avail- 
able for the marine service. To imiko a 
good luan-o'-war's man, ready, resource- 
ful, obedient and cheerful, early familiar- 
ity with tho sea la almost indispensable, 
and In many olrmirnstancoa there must bo 
some liking for a seafaring life to com- 
pensate for tho hardships certain to be en- 
dured and the more rigorous discipline en- 
forced on a battleship. But Russia, do- 
spite her vast extent of territory and great 
coast line, has practically no wearing 
population of her own race. Her resources 
for naval recruits are limited to tbe Baltic 
coast, the shores of Courland and the Bal- 
tic provinces, so designated, with the Fin- 
nish sea lino. Tho trusty and reliable 
fisher folk of these regions are not Rus- 
sians, nor have they any sympathy with 
tho Slavonio race that rules and, as they 
hold, oppresses them. Omitting the few 
Finns, they are German ia origin, in feel- 
ing and in aspiration. 


They differ tram the Russians In that 


most important essential, then: religion. 
Tho treatment thoy have received at tho 
hands of the emperor's ministers on ac- 
count solely of their adherence to the Prot- 
estant faith la auoh that they dislike, or 
rather hate, the Muscovite. The Baltio 
recruit detesta his superiors and instruct- 
ors, for thoy aro the Slavs who oppresa 
him and suppress his churches. He sub- 
mits to discipline because his Teutonic 
instincts impel him to obey, but his 
obedience and hi* performance of the du- 
tlea allotted tohim are purely perfunctory. 
He haa no pride in the service, and he 
look* forward to the time when he will be 
discharged and return to his home to for- 
get as far as he can his term of employ- 
ment in the imperial marine. 


TheRunlan naval officer" know the feel- 


ings of the Baltio population and instead 
of doing their utmost to conciliate them 
and improve the relations that exist be- 
tween the Gorman and Slavonic elements 
adopt a system of rigorous discipline and 
repression which .they consider effecthe. 
The consequences are desertion and drunk- 
enness. It is owing to this that no Bus- 
elan scaaiau who id not a Slav—that is, 
whotbails from the Baltio—is ever allowed 
ashore in a foreign" port,' for he rarely re- 
turns. The discrimination between the 
Baltio born recruit and the pure blooded 
Slav in tho matter of leavo and punish- 
ment does not tend'to make either the 
eervice or the Russians themselves more 
popularwith the beat class for seamanship. 


The increasing requirements of the Rus- 


sian navy for seamen and stokers as well 
a* for artisans have rendered it impossi- 
ble to rely entirely on the supply of re- 
omits from the Baltio provinces and Cour- 
land. The Finns aro not bad sailors and 
are hardy and tough, bnt there are not 
many of them, and their physique ia not 
auoh as to enable ranch denendance to be 
placed on thnm as fighters, while they re- 
sent rigorous discipline. Severity in the 
case of these people frequently induces sui- 
cide 
Bonce to supplement the numbers 


required recourse ia had to ordinary re- 
cruits from the Russian interior, who are 
drafted into tho marine service. 


Now, if there is anything the tine born 


Muscovite abominates it is the sea. He is 
naturally an inland creature, a man of the 
steppes and plaina, safo only as long as his 
feet touch the firm earth. And, like all 
such folk, he regards tbe sea with some- 
thing of the awe that inspired the early 
Slav race to designate tho ocean and death 
by one and the same word. To him serv- 
ice at sea is a punishment, and his de- 
meanor on board shows sufficiently that 
he considers he is doing penaucc. Ho is 
invariably stupid, and his stupidity leads 
to punishment* as degrading as they are 
useless. Beyond obeying orders he haa no 
ideas whatever and is really incapable of 
acting on his own initiative in anyclr- 
enmstaaoes. 


He is never cheerful gave when his very 


liberal allowance of vodka is served out £o 
him, and bis one idea of happiness is to 
get as "drunk as hia captain.1' Ho will 
eavo up his pay in order to go ashore and 
indulge in a drinking bout with his mess- 
mates, calculating in advance exactly how 
many glasses of spirits his savings will 
provide him with. Ho will hand over the 
amount to the tavern keeper, specifying 
the number of rlumkl to which be is en- 
titled, and it ia no uncommon thing in a 
seaport town to MO tho conscientious 
dramshop proprietor pourliig a glass of 
ipirlts down a sailor's throit long after ho 
Is quit* unconscious, to make up the req- 
uisite total Unable to read and write, 
the Russian man-o'-war's man has no re- 
course in hi* spire time when afloat. He 
can only drink and gamble aa he see* his 
superiors doing when off duty. 


Of oourae his training I* a matter on 


which experts alone are qualified to apeak 
fully, but he receives most of it ashore, 
and not at sea. Tho gunners gain experi- 
ence in haidllng weapons of position 
mounted ashore likewise, and It is safe to 
affirm that two-thirds of tin men In the 
Russian imperial navy have never fired 
shot or shell from * gun afloat. The Rus- 
sian sailer, tfcaugh physically sound 
enough, ha* none of the smartnMa of the 
British tar or the cheerful, If les» alert, 
readinwkof the Kronen salt. Stolid and 
stiff unto iinp»etl*n, he I* loose and 
shambling when th* eye* of his superiors 
are oft Him. Sis obedience la nbaolutn. 
but It la the obedience that la fatal to ini- 
tiative. The discipline to which ho ia 
•ubject I* so rlgorou* a* to cow him and 
kill those feellnga of sturdlncM and self 
rellanoe which *tr|ke an Englishman aa 
among tho Brit requisite* of a thorough 
•an-o'-war's man.—London Port.

him. Ho li not troubled with conscien- 
tious eoruples. Neither Is ho brave, and 
he won't fight unlecg be Is compelled to. 
Ho la a scrub wolf in every sense of the 
word. 


His physical beauty I* about on a par 


with his moral aspect. Ho has a little 
peak ehapod Lead, in the front of which, 
very olcae together, is a pulr of too bright- 
est, blackest, wiokedert llttlo eyes (bat 
ever shone In tbo moonlight. He does not 
appear to be poiisossed of any groat amount 
of brains, but thero Is more unadulterated 
cunning wrapped up In his hide than ouu 
be found iu tho Kama amount of space 
anywhere else in creation. \ Tho man who 
Imagines that a coyote does not under- 
stand his business just because he has not 
a high forehead will soon learn that tho 
principles of phrenology do not apply to 
this epitome of everything that la smart, 
rascally, tricky and impudent. 


tn regard to his ability to get over 


ground—In other words, to change his 
epots—too much cannot be said. It is a 
good deal like the wind. You cannot tell 
whence he comcth nor whither he goeth. 
When he makes up his mind to place a 
certain amount of space between himself 
and a given locality, he does not stand on 
tho order of going. He does not run in 


| the common acceptation of the term, but 


he suddenly transforms himself into a 


! dimly d,jfi«3d streak of gray light that 


shimmers across the landscape for an in- 
Btant and then sinks into oblivion so (or 


1 as mortal view is concerned. 


He is seldom seen ill the daytime. Tho 


glare of the sun does not seem to be suited 
to* hia make up. 
He prefers to waltz 


around among tho sagebrush in tbo soft 
light of the moon. During the day he is 
of a retiring disposition and recuperates 
his exhausted vitality nom the previous 
night's debauch undar tho friendly shads 
of a projecting rock or in the deep seclu- 
sion of a clump of qnjtking asp away from 
tho busy haunts of men and remote from 
any trail or road. 


The coyote is not choice a* to hi* diet— 


that IB, he can accommodate himself to 
circumstances. Hia favorite dish is live 
jack rabbit, and a moonlight race between 
a coyote and a jack rabbit is an interest- 
ing affair. It is conduced on the strict- 
est of buainets principled and no time is 
lost in arranging preliminaries. There is 
no hippodroming or Miling out in that 
race. It is a square deal and fair play. If 
the jack rabbit comes out ahead, it is a 
new lease of life for him. If the coyote 
scores in that Inning, it means a Thanks- 
giving dinner for him. But fond as be is 
of jock rabbit he will not disdain a lunch- 
eon of dead mule when be is playing in 
hard luok. 
He sometimes eats prairie 


dog, but not often, for prairie dog is not 
good eating even for a coyote. Once in 
awhile a hungry coyote will prolong his 
nightly revels till a comparatively late 
hour4 in.tha morning. In that case he 
may steal up to the hole of a prairie deg 
before the latter is up and conceal himself 
within easy springing distance, and the 
first time the prairie o;og emerges from his 
house to take a look at the rising sun the 
coyote will pounce upon him and carry 
him off to a quiet spot somewhere in the 
reoecses of the foothills and make a break- 
fast of him. 


Frontiersmen often wonder what be- 


comes of coyotes, for nobody ever saw a 
dead one. A mountain lion may get one 
occasionally, but it la not a common oc- 
currence. Sometimes a coyote is acciden- 
tally started from his rest by a hnnter, but 
if he can once get a tree between himself 
and tho hunter, no matter If there is not 
another tree within five miles, the hunter 
will never see the coyote again. To call 
him an artful dodger would bnt feebly 
represent hi* character in that direction. 
He is never to be depended on to follow 
any given line of conduct. The only way 
to arrive at even an approximate conclu- 
sion as to what action a coyote will take 
under certain conditions is to decide what 
he is moat likely to do and then wait pa- 
tiently for him to do juet the opposite 
thing. 


To a lover of nature's music a ooyoto 


concert is a rare treat. It may not be al- 
together the inusio in Itself; the environ- 
ments help a good deal. You should lie 
on a grassy knoll away up somewhere 
near the headwaters of the Arkansas river, 
in tho still moonlight on a warm summer 
nigh6, when there is not a sound to break 
the sllenoe, and wait for developments. 
Suddenly there arises from a foothill over 
across the gulch a low, crooning sound, 
llko tho moan of tho wind when the leaves 
arc falling. It ceases when an answering 
wail, only a little louder, floats over tho 
still night air from the opposite direction. 
A third voice breaks in from still another 
direction; another and another from other 
points of the compass, nntil the shadow of 
every sagebrush seems to conceal a singer, 
and a hundred tuneful throats are joining 
in that wild, weird melody that gradually 
grows in volume till the great plateau la 
vocal with tho muslo of this improvised 
band of nature's musicians. This may 
continue for an hour, when a voice will 
drop out here, another there, and so on, 
until the crescendo hoi turned into a di- 
minuendo, and finally tho one lone voice 
from the sagebrush where the first notes of 
tho concert arose ia the only one that can 
bo heard. It sinks Into a faint moan and 
dies away *o gradually that it is difficult 
'to draw the line between the silence and 
•the sound. 


When the coyote wa* turned loose from 


the workshop of nature, he was perfect in 
his peculiar way. There was no room for 
Improvement on the patent, and ho howls 
today, or, rather, tonight, with the same 
unimpaired originality that ho did when 
ho sat on hia primeval foothills when tho 
morning stars first Hang together.—New

The 
next Booond tho lino, torn from my hand, 
went hlsitn^f over the rail, not away, bul 
down nu straSght as a die. Two hundred 
feet went out before I could catoh It, and 
then the jerk u|moet capeteed the boat. 
The remaining 50 was takan from me in 
terrific jerks. Aa tbo end of the rope cujno 
I held It in a notch In tho stora, as, If it 
had nllpped oqt, it woulU have been 
eneiest matter for the fish to overturn the 
boat* whloh wan a cranky affair at boat. 


The shark had gone directly down, and 


•t every lung* It brought the broad, flat 
bottomed boat almost under. Hod tha 
line been In tbo bow instead of tho stern, 
the hammerhead would certainly have 
hauled it under.

BEGINNING TO FKEtf* UNEASY 


RepnbUc»ni Tlew th* Coming Elections 


With Anxiety. 


Boston, Oct. 3. — The Washington cor- 


respondent of The Herald says: Presi- 
dent McKInley and tha Republican lead- 
ers are facing the congressional elections 
this autumn with a good dwal of anxiety. 
The president, with bis usual cheerful 
optimism, is more hopeful than some of 
his advisers that the Republicans will 
retain control of the house, but he ap- 
preciates tha necessity for earnest effort 
for insuring this result. His conferences 
with Senators Hanna and Elklna and 
other political managers last week were 
to this end, 


The loss of congress means a great 
deal to the administration. It means 
not only th« moral rebuke implied In 
party defeat, but very serious embar- 
rassment in the elaborate program which 
will be laid before congress this autumn 
for action. Th,l» program, cannot be 
parried out during the three months of 
the Short session. Hardly more than a 
beginning can be mad*. 


The fact Is dawning upon the Republi- 


can leaders that there is very little net 
capital for them In the war. Even Col- 
onel Roosevelt, with the glamor of the 
surceayfui charge at Ban Juan hill 
around him, Is not proving the tower of 
strength which the politicians expected. 
The crucial question is; how the gold 
Democrats will vote. 


The real strength of the Republican 


campaign live in the importance ot main- 
taining the gold standard and prevent- 
ing a check to business prosperity. In 
the matter of electing members of the 
hbuse of representatives the Republi- 
cans proper to call attention to the 
really essential requirement that the 
house shall be organized for sound 
morrey. The Republicans propose to 
make this more conspicuously the issue 
during the remaining weeks of the cam- 
paign, and to aek gold Democrats to 
pause and consider whether they shall 
contribute by their votes to putting 
young Mr. Bailey or some other silver 
extremist in the chair of Speaker Heed.

Col. James A. Lakin of Westfield 


died Sunday afternoon at about 4.30 
o'clock at his home. He had been con- 
fined to his bed for the past month 
with an -acute attack of Bright's dis- 
ease and thia with heart and other 
complications caused his death. The 
end, however, 
came very suddenly, 


for he had apparently been steadily im- 
proving of late and was resting com- 
fortably early Sunday afternoon. Soon 
after 4 o'clock h'e awoke from his 
sleep and had a sinking spell, death 
taking place a few minutes after. 


The death of Col. Lakin removes 


a well-known figure from the local 
life of Westfield and a man who had 
a wide acquaintance outside of his 
own town. He was in a large meas- 
ure what is called a self-made man, 
and his success in life was largely due 
to his business tact. He had made a 
number of inventions and was a most 
liberal man with his resources. 


Col. Lakin had been quite proponent 


politically in the republican party in 
the last few years. In 1S!)0 and 1891 he 
was elected to the legislature, serving 
on the insurance and railroad com- 
mittees. After his terms in the house 
he ran for the senate, and although 
defeated, polled a strong vote in the 
democratic district. 
Since that time 


he ran for the legislature as an in 
dependent, and had been a 'candidate 
for the councilor nomination. He wai 
ambitious to represent the district in 
the executive council the coming year 
and If his health had not failed he 
would have been a candidate in the 
convention. 


Harvard II, Williams 0. 


Williams played at Cambridge Sat- 


urday, and was defeated by Harvaro 
by a score of only 11 to 0. The result 
was discouraging to the Harvard sup- 
porters, while the Williams men had 
reason to congratulate 
themselves.

noticod in Friday's Transcript, 


that the Central Labor union had 
taken up the 
matter of the Meat 


Dealers' union, to look into the cause 
of the late advance in prices of meats 
with the object of regulating 
the 


name. I \\ould suggest that when 
they begin investigating they would 
also look into the credit business car- 
ried on by the retail butchers with 
the laboring man. 


It is a notorious fact that nlne-

This doesn't mean weekly 
or 
monthly 
payments, 
although 


parties who run accounts may be 
"gilt edge." 


It costs money for (book-keepers, 


books, collectors, etc., and errors or 
neglect in making entries form, no 
small part of the expense of doing a 
credit business, whereas a cashtrans- 
action ends It for both parties. 


If the Central Labor union will 


look into the matter of the laboring 
man paying for, as well as buying, 
meats, 
they 
will undoubtedly find 


less troube in' obtaining concessions 
from the butchers.

An Entertaining American Winter Game 


Which Is Rapidfy Growinp 


In Popufarity,

In nil.to uait-,\\hen almost everybody 


goes in for some sort of athletic exer- 
cise, many novel games have been in- 
vented by ingenious people. Their ef- 
forts have especially been directed to- 
ward evolving forms of amusement as 
v>ell as exeieise that are available in 
coveied halls or buildings, so that they 
can be played in the winter, when most 
outdoor sports are 
necessarily sus- 


pended. 


Basket ball was one of these, and in- 


door baseball is another game that has 
been very successful in covering the 
field for which it was intended- 


Indoor baseball was invented in Chi- 


cago in 1887 and rapidly grew from an 
amateur pastime into one of the most 
scientific of v, inter sports, with regular 
rules and a national organization that 
plays a schedule of match games for 
the championship. 


Its invention came abo^t by accident 


through a frolic among the members o. 
the Farragut club, who in a spirit of 
fun on Thanksgiving evening of that 
year began throwing on ordinary bon- 
ing glove around the hall, which was 
struck at by one of the members with a 
broom. It \\as a crude sort of amuse- 
ment, but there was great fun. Aftd 
the members had enjoyed themselvec 
for some time George D. Hancock, r 
well known board of trade man, gath- 
«i ed them about him and unfolded r 
pian \\hich had occurred to him while 
the game was in progress. 
This wat 


nothing less than the working up o£ 
the pastime into an indoor sport which 
should possess all the scientific elements 
of baseball. 


After the feasibility of the plan had 


been discussed for some time Mr. Han- 
cock suggested that 
those present 


should assemble in the hall the follow- 
ing Saturday evening, by which time 
he promised to have formulated a set 
of rules and to have on hand a ball and 
bat -which would suit the purposes of 
the game and do no damage to the sur- 
roundings. 


The men were all on hand, and Mr. 


Hancock was likewise present with a 
bat and ball he had prepared for the 
occasion. The bat was too small to 
strike a blow hard enough to do any 
damage, and the ball \vas large and 
soft. The rules of the game of baseball 
were changed to suit the new surround- 
ings and conditions under which it was 
to be played. 


Thus it was that Mr. Hancock gained 


the title of "Father of Indoor Baseball," 
of which he is very proud, as well he 
may be, for the sport is a very popular 
one and well calculated to afford splen- 
did pastime on a winter night. 


Two nines were made up from among 


thfe members assembled, and the first 
regular contest in the new sport took 
place. The newness of the game and 
the inexperience of the players caused 
the first few games to be rather unsci- 
entific, but the fun that entered into 
the efforts to gain a victory easily com- 
pensated for the absence of skill. The 
score of the first game was 41 to 40. The 
players, however, soon gained a degree 
of proficiency that reduced the figures 
to a point that gave the play a more 
professional aspect. 


There was a large audience present 1 


every time the game was played, ana 
all were delighted with the new acqui- 
sition to the limited number of Indoor 
winter athletic sports. The game soon 
became so popular that leagues were 
formed in various cities, and it attained 
a growth never dreamed of by its origi- 
nators. 


Many of the Chicago clubs which took 


up the game made trips throughout the 
neighboring states and played indoor 
ball before large crowds, who were thus 
introduced to the sport and subsequent- 
ly became extremely Interested. 


The game may be played in any hall 


which is sufficiently light and roomy 
for the diimond 
and the 
fielding. 


The composition of the floor is imma- 
terial, as the rubber soled shoes worn 
by the players make even the waxed 
floor of a dancing hall suitable. 


About the smallest sized room in 


which the game can be played Is one 
that measures 40 by 60 feet. The larger 
ihe space provided, however, the great- 
er the freedom in fielding and running. 
The spectators should be In galleries if 
possible. 


Ordinary baseball costumes are worn, 


except that the spiked shoe-* are re- 
placed by rubber ones, as already men- 
tioned. At the knees and hips the trou- 
sers should be thickly padded. 


A different style of play is necessary 


In indoor baseball from that adopted in 
the icgular game. la bliding to bases 
perfect abandon la necessary. As the 
space allotted for play Is generally 
somewhat confined, spectators and play- 
ers are at no great distance from each 
other, and the rapid action of the game 
!• very exciting for the onlookers. 


The short Htops usually play quite 


Blofie to the batter, for in Indoor base- 
Ball the right fielder comes Into the dla. 


mond and takes » position known as 
"right short." 
The quickness of the 


play often renders the umpires' duties 
rather difficult. But in case one cannot 
judge the other umpire Is appealed to. 


After careful experimenting the ball 


that has proved best adapted for the 
game Is of a compact substance 17 
inches in circumference, weighing Sl/i 
ounces. It has a white cover. While 
quite lively, it is so made as to do no 
damage to surrounding objects. 
The 


limit of the size of the bat is 2% feet 
long and 1% inches In diameter at the 
largest part. The weight Is not limited, 
but wood is the material mosf used in 
its construction. 


The bases are made of white canvas 


IVs feet square, filled with sand or other 
heavy substance, and are not attached 


requisite covered hall may readily learn 
the game. 


The headquarters of the Association 


of Indoor Baseball Clubs are in Chicago, 
where active propitiations are now go- 
ing on for the coming winter's work. 


Play geneially commences in Decem- 


ber, after the football season is over, 
though piactice is indulged in earlier. 
Colleges all over the country are be- 
coming interested in the game, and, as 
they usually possess ample room for 
the sport, they are likely to give the 
game m big boom. 


There is not likely to be any change 


made in the rules this season unless It 
be in the pitching department, which 
may be altered to insure better batting,

Champion Sprint Race. 


Once more Harper of Bullwell has es- 


tablished his claim to the title of cham- 
pion sprinter of England. Recently he 
defeated Bannister, the Sheffield pro- 
fessional, in a race of 130 yprds for ?500 
a side. The race was one of the most 
important in England for a long time, 
and there have been lots of great foot 
races there during the last year or two. 


Bannister was the lavorite, and for 


the most part of the distance he looked 
a certain winner. He got off slightly 
ahead of the Bullwell man and soon was 
a yard in front. He increased this dis- 
tance before 100 yards had been covered. 
But Harper, like that other gieat sprint- 
er, Hutchens, made his effort tow aid 
the finish and ran so much faster than 
Bannister that the latter seemed to be 
standing. A few yards from the finish 


country there would have been much 
speedier men here than Harper. There 
1» just the same leason for thinking that 
professionals here would be faster than 
the English professionals as there is for 
knowing that the amateurs in this coun- 
try are faster than those of England. 
There is more interest in 
amateur 


sprinting here than there is in profes- 
sional sprinting. When a promising 
young man Is found, some club gets hold 
of him and develops him into a wonder. 
It used to be that these promising foot 
lunnera were gobbled up by sporting 
men who had money to invest on sprint- 
ers, but the sport got into disrepute, 
and that caused the change.

No change in American theatricals 


has been so welcome as this has been. 
No change has so affected the masses 
at large, for in its wake have come bet- 
ter morals and lower prices. 


I have often been asked to account for 


this almost phenomenal and apparently 
permanent betterment of the vaudeville 
stage. The task is not a difficult one. 
The introduction of the dramatic ele- 
ment and of the "legitimate" stars gave 
a new and a better life to the "variety" 
theater. The secret of the power of the 
modern vaudeville may easily be traced 
to that innovation, which, daring as it 
seemed at first, quickly justified Itself. 
In 1893 Mr. F. F. Proctor paid Signer 
Campanim, that silver voiced tenor of 
tender memories, $1,000 a week to sing 
only once a day (in the forenoons) in 
the former's continuous vaudeville the- 
ater In Twenty-third street, this city.

Oddly enough, \\hile the modern con- 


tinuous vaudeville shows have steadily 
gamed in dignity and refinement the 
prices of admission have remained sta- 
tionary and cheap, to the delight no 
doubt of the ever increasing clientele 
of these entertainments. 


As to the character of the audiences, 


no observer of "the old fashioned "va- 
riety rthoV need be told thr^t the mod- 
ern vaudeville patrons are eminently 
respectable. Women and children form 
a major part of the afternoon audi- 
ences, and they are generally unaccom- 
panied by male escorts, so «afe are 
they made to f&al in their surroundings. 
There are 'white capped maids to at- 
tend to their whims; there are the cozi- 
est of boudoirs to retire to; there are 
broad palm leafed fans and trays of tee 
water passed around at Intervals by 
nattily uniformed usher boys. In thort, 
vaudeville of this era is altogether im- 
portant, clean and—growing.

The wagons are heavy, especially the 
chemical, and Chief liyara says the 
horses could not draw them up thp 
lillla loaded \vHh men and make good 
time. The firemen, therefore, except- 
ing those who handle the horses and 
wagons, are not expected to ride un- 
der ordinary circumstances, 


They formerly had not only to runf 
but to draw the hose carts also. There 
are flremen living or working In near- 
ly every part of the city and all they 
have to do now when an alarm is 
sounded is to take the shortest cut to 
the fire.

Butcher*' Trust Btglns to Forct Small

Tho action which It was expected 


the butchers' trust would take to force 
the small dealers who are not In the 
combine either out of business or Into 
the trust, watt begun Friday and Sat- 
urday, the days when meat dealers 
have their largest trade. One of the 
email dealers, who caters to the trade 
of his neighbors simply, went to the 
wholesalers with whom he has dealt, 
for his Saturday's supply of meat. lie 
had the money with him, being a cash 
dealer, but wan told that he could not 
secure meat there. He was surprised, 
for although lit1 had not gone Into the 
combination, he had not been warned 
that this method was to be used. 


He was obliged to secure his meat 


as best he could, getting some from the 
country, and finally securing a ship- 
ment 
from Albany. This morning, 


when tho rush of the week's trade was 
over, he was informed by thf whole- 
saler that h«" could have Rome meat. 
There were one or two other cases in 
which small dealers were frozen out in 
tho same way. 


Meanwhile the members of the trust 


are discussing: the opposition which 
they are beginning to expect from an 
independent dealer who expects to 
start m, and one is said to have* made 
the threat that they will sell meat for 
nothing for a month if necessary to 
break up a rival firm. This statement 
in the face of thoir claim that ihe 
prices have been advanced because 
meat wus more expensive seems some- 
what out of place to those who heard 
of it.
